diana, and who are 
credited 
with 
at 
least 
once 
having 
brought to Hoosierland the lead­ 
ership in hog production in the 
United States, are watching the 
m arket reports and trends close­ 
ly these day s and are beginning 
to get the early fall pork supply 
on its way to Mr. and Mrs. Ulti­ 
m ate Consumer. 
A glance at the census reports 
on agriculture taken in 
1925 
shows that Rush county pro­ 
duced in th at y ear something 
mere than 82,000 hogs. It also 
will be found th at one county in 
Iowa produced a greater num ­ 
ber of hogs than did Rush. Lat­ 
er records would indicate there 
has been a falling off in hog pro­ 
duction in Rush County , but a 
closer survey of the pork busi­ 
ness in Rush shows much more 
than a glance is required to gel 
the full story of this great agri­ 
cultural industry . 
Figures published by Purdue 
University for last y ear put the 
hog population in Rush county 
at more than 66,000. Those fig­ 
ures were taken from assessors’ 
reports, and y ou can have the 
word of any of the hog producéis 
in Rush county th at they tell not 
more than one-half the story 
and perhaps nearer one-third. 
Repo rts o n March 1 Basis 
In the first place, through no 
fault of his own, the assessor on 
his annual trip would have tc 
do a lot of guessing to figure out 
how many hogs so-and-so is go­ 
ing to have any particular y ear, 
and 
even if he 
did guess 
it 
wouldn’t be quite fair to tax a 
producer for something th at he 
m ight not have under adverse 
circumstances. So the assessor 
gathers up for his reports the 
things the producer has on his 
place on March l. 
But it is some time after March 
1 th at the bulk of the spring pig 
supply begins to make its ap­ 
pearance, and under 
modern 
conditions all these spring pigs 
fatten and go to market long be­ 
fore the assessor comes around 
again. Spring litters are more 
numerous, too, than fall litters, 
usually come through in better 
shape with fewer 
ldsses and 
while the fall pigs go on the 
assessor's list, as a rule, it readily 
can be seen th at this list will fall 
far short of telling the real story 
of almost any county ’s hog pro­ 
duction. 
Rush county hog producers go 
even further than that in m ak­ 
ing large claims for their hog 
production totals. They 
recall 
th at only a few y ears ago rail­ 
roads, 
interurban 
lines 
and 
trucking companies, in an effort 
to determine just how 
many 
hogs did go to market from vari­ 
ous counties, got together as 
many shipping figures as they 
could and decided th at the an­ 
nual production for market of 
hogs in Rush county would come 
much nearer 200,000 than 80,000. 
Pro ducers in Three Classes 
While it might be difficult to 
get any one to vouch for the ab­ 
solute accuracy of the figures, 
they do stand a s the result of a 
painstaking survey , and if the

curious reader wishes to arrive 
at the value of such an output of 
hogs to a county , he might take 
an average weight of, say , be­ 
tween 200 and 225 pounds a hog 
multiply it by the average price 
over a period of y ears of around 
$12 a 100 pounds and learn what 
the total would be in millions 
! dollars. 
Rush county hog producers 
may be divided into three class­ 
e s, hog feeders, hog raisers and 
•^pure-^ted breeders. All three, of 
course,1 |have 
their 
im portant 
place in the scheme of things. 
With the feeder and the raiser 
the end is very much the same. 
The former goes out into the 
m arkets and buy s y oung pigs, 
puts them on the home farm, 
feeds them -all they will eat," 
and then, when markets appear 
right, ship them off. His aim us­ 
ually is to buy feeders in the ear­ 
ly spring, feed them through the 
summer, and go to m arket in 
July , August or September. There 
is a method in his way of doing 
things. 
During 
the 
summer 
j months 
he needs 
less house 
! room, the pigs require less care 
I and the feeder has the benefit 
of pasture, which reduces feed­ 
ing costs. Ordinarily , the 
hog 
raiser plans to go to market 
twice a y ear, in the spring with 
his fall pigs and in the fall and 
early winter with his spring pigs. 
There are, of course, variations 
to this rule, just as there are ex­ 
ceptions to all rules, but in most 
cases the rule wifi hold.

Pure-Bred Breeders Cos Industry 
The pure-bred hog breeder is 
| described as the backbone of the 
| hog industry , and 
this is probab­ 
ly true not only in Rush county 
but wherever pure-bred breeding 
hogs are produced. The 
pure­ 
bred breeder's mission 
differs 
from that of the feeder and rais­ 
er. He supples the 
foundation 
stock for the m arket pork pro­ 
ducers. His methods of feeding 
differ, for his aim is breeders 
with plenty of muscle and bone, 
able to produce the kind of 
pig' 
that later will be expected to 
carry pounds and pounds 
of fat. 
Rush county has within its boun­ 
daries a number of pure-bred hot 
breeders. 
Take for instance, 
W. E. Har­ 
ton and his son Earl and 
Ches­ 
ter Neal, who are among a num ­ 
ber 
of 
breeders 
of 
Chestei 
Whites. Then there are Zenc 
Hodges, who is a breeder of Spo, 
ted Poland Chinas; 
Rex Kern pie 
Charles Fisher, Charles Trow­ 
bridge and John Hufford, 
who 
specialize in Duroc-Jersey s; Gien 
Kirkham, John Boy d, Jess Gray , 
Wilbur Gray and Orsa Ellison,

Many other pure-bred breeders 
are to be found scattered ovei 
the county and they sell a large 
part of their output right ai 
home. Each y ear big sales are 
held of bfed sows,-bred gilts ana 
boars, porkers that represent as 
good stock as is to be found in 
the country , and they help in no 
small measure to spell the suc­ 
cess that has come to Rush coun­ 
ty as a hog producing area. 
Many Fattened fo r Market 
Running down through 
the 
list of feeders, one finds many 
who annually fatten for the m ar­ 
ket from 300 to 15 00 hogs. Their 
total vary somewhat from y ear 
to y ear, perhaps, but they are 
constantly at it, and contribute 
heavily to the markets at

dianapolis, Cleveland, Cincinna­ 
ti. and Buffalo.

The 
bulk of the pork supply really 
comes from the pig raisers and 
as one roams around Rush coun­ 
ty scarcely a farm can be seen 


that is not producing its quota 
of hogs. 
1,181 Hogs on Feed 
An example of the way Rush 
county farmers produce hogs can 
be found on the four farm s oper# 
ated by Fred Bell. This y ear Mr. 
Bell had on feed 1,181 hogs and 
only a few day s ago he shipped 
193 of them to market. These 19 3 
hogs averaged 313 pounds each. 
Mr. Bell feeds on three of his 
farm s and raises hogs on the 
fourth. He usually starts 
his 
y ear’s operations by buy ing corn 
in the fall and placing it in rail 
cribs in the field, but this y ear 
he has been buy ing shelled corn 
for use in self-feeders. So far he 
has shipped in thirteen carloads 


of shelled corn, for Rush county 
although a large corn producer 
actualy ships in for feeding a 
much larger 
amount than 
it 
ships out. Mr. Bell estimates that 
io -feed out" the remainder of 
his hogs will require about 14,000 
bushels of corn for his own use, 
and in addition he is supply ing 
the needs of some other feeders. 
Coming into large use over the 
county is a supplementary hog 
feed th at was originated by Mr. 
Bell and on which he spent sev­ 
eral y ears in 
experimentation. 
This he describes as a -balanc­ 
er,*’ and, its name would indi­ 
cate, it is used to balance the hog 
ration. As Mr. Bell points ouc, 
corn, of itself, is deficient in pro­ 
tein, and this deficiency , he say s, 
is met by the contents of the 
-balancer,*’ which includes soy ­ 
bean meal, tankage, oil meal, al­ 
falfa 
meal, 
cottonseed meal, 
middlings, limestone, bone meal 
and salt'. 
Shipments Spread Out 
Referring to one of his own 
droves of 400 hogs, Mr. Bell gives 
some remarkable results from 
scientific feeding, in the last sev- 
ently -four day s that hogs bought 
last spring had been on full feed, 
at the 
time 
this was written, 
» these hogs, according to Mr. 
Bell's records, have gained an 
average of 2.07 pounds a day a 
hog. 
Whereas the common practice 
among hog feeders of a few y eais 
ago was to fatten them all and 
drive them off to m arket at the 
same time, the plan generally 
used new is to spread the early 
fall and late summer marketing 
over the three m onths of July , 
August and September. This is 
regarded as working strongly in 
the interest of the producer in 
that it relieves the early fall 
m arket of the hog glut th at long 
was one of its characteristics. 
Neighbors of Mr. Bell say th at 
when he was folowing the form ­ 
er practice back in world war 


times he sent a shipment to the 
Buffalo m arket th at brought him 
in return the largest check that 
had been issued up to th at tim e,1 
on th at market, to an individual 
breeder. It called for $33,000. 
Trucking Gaining Po pularity 
Many 
Qhanges 
have

place in Rush county since the | 
early day s of hog feeding. It is 
a far cry from the time when 
hog raisers of Mr. Bell’s grand­ 
father’s time gave from eighteen ! 
months to three y ears to the fat­ 
tening of a drove of hogs and 
then had to drive them over­ 
land to a m arket seventy miles 
j 
away , stopping at night at a 
farm er’s home along the way , ouc I 
of touch with m arkets for weeks I 
at a time, and having no idea 
what the hogs would bring when ! 
the m arket was reached. If the 
producer did get a m arket re­ 
port and found th at it was low, i 
ne merely turned the hogs out 
until the next y ear, perhaps, and 
let them keep on feeding, largely 
on hickory nuts, beech nuts and 
acorns. 
Today the hog producer puts 
his porkers 
on feed for six 
or 
seven months and sends to m ar­ 
ket a completed product weigh­ 
ing above 200 pounds, as much 
pork as was produced in the old 
day s in three to five times as 
many months. The railroad, the 
interurban and the truck long 
since have made the long drives 
unnecessary , and as one feeder 
put it, -imagine driving one of 
the modern fat hogs seventy 
miles over rough roads.” 
Trucking of hogs to m arket is 
growing in Rush county , espe­ 
cially for those hogs th at come to 
Indianapolis market, an easy 
traveling distance. Working hand 
in hand with the truck is the 
radio, with which a steadily in­ 
creasing number of farm homes 
in Rush county are equipped 
With the truck in service the 
farm er can tune in early in the 
morning or at noon, learn the 
condition of the market, call in 
the truck and get his hogs away 
th at night, ready for next m orn­ 
ing’s sales. 
Rush county hog producers are 
expecting improved m arket con­ 
ditions as the summer advances. 
In the meantime they are giving 
some attention to the corn crop, 
for much of Rush county ’s corn 
goes to feed out the hog crop. 
Corn had too much rain early in 
the season and is showing y ellow 
spots here and there th at do not 
look good. Chances for a good 
y ield, it is believed, are not rosy 
But as for hogs—well, it is likely 
th at Rush,county will go on pro­ 
ducing hogs in numbers well in 
excess of tnose of all other coun­ 
ties in the state and of most oi 
the counties in the United States 
The Rush county rotation 
of 
corn, wheat and clover makes for 
hog producing, many of its pro­ 
ducers having spent their lives 
in the production of pork, ana 
the number of fine farm homes 
in the county attest the success 
th at has attended their efforts. 
Of course, th £ y have bad y ears, 
as do producers of other farm 
crops, but just as do these pro­ 
ducers of other crops, the hog 
growers, feeders, raisers or breed­ 
ers come right back for more and 
are getting away with it.

The farm price of 
beef cattle at $9.8 0 was about 7 
per cent higher than a year ago. 
Receipts of cattle at 7 primary 
m ark ets were about 4 per cent 
smaller during the 4-week per­ 
iod ending July 13 than in the 
corresponding period last year. 
The av erage farm price of 
corn adv anced about 5 per cent 
from June 15 to July 15. Farm 
prices showed a general adv ance 
throughout the country during 
this period, except in Far Wes­ 
tern States where there was lit­ 
tle change. 
W eather conditions furnished 
the basis for an 18 per cent ad­ 
v ance in the farm price of wheat 
from June 15 to July 15. How­ 
ev er, at $1.02 per bushel on July 
15 the av erage farm price in the 
United States is still 13 per cent 
below July 15, 1928 . 
Po tato es led in the magnitude 
o f farm price changes fro m J une

15. During this perio d, 
the farm price adv anced 58 per 
cent in the No rth Central States, 
52 per cent in the Far West, 4 0 
per cent alo ng the No rth Atlan­ 
tic co ast, 13 per cent alo ng the 
So uth Atlantic Seabo ard, and 3 
per cent in the So uth Central 
Div isio n. 
In the Far Western 
and No rthern States these price 
changes are due largely to a 
shift in sales fro m an o ld to a 
new cro p basis.

One of the most beautiful drives for visitors 
who want to look over Rushville, is up the new 
pavement on Morgan street, and back again on 
Main street — provided, of course, you can find 
Main street for the high weeds.

Vance; treasurer, W. E. Havens;

Reeves—not one of whom is liv­ 
ing today and only one ex­ 
mayor—W alter 
Thomas—sur­ 
vives. The council ordered an 
issue of $ 10,000 in bonds for the 
purchase of ground, erection of 
buildings and construction of 
wells and cisterns. Immediaely

Another blunder as many see 
it, was made in paying $ 10,000 
for a library site, situated in the 
most 
unsuitable 
place 
that 
Rushville affords. The noise of 
traction cars passing, the dan­ 
ger from crossing track s and 
the lack of park ing space are 
only a few of the reasons, to 
condemn it. When these criti­ 
cisms are moldy with age, and 
children yet unborn, come on 
the stage of life, they will look 
upon those locations with the 
same wonder that we, of the liv­ 
ing do, the location of the court­ 
house. 
In an early day it was hard to 
penetrate the wilderness, much 
less to visualize the future, but 
when today, vision is unobscured 
and the town lies lik e a p anora­ 
ma before us, such agressions I 
and uncalled for blunders, will 
be viewed by posterity as a crime 
against the inhabitants.

more philanthropists to hesitate 
in leaving their wealth to bene­ 
volent or charitable institutions.

The gas 
work established here was a p ri­ 
vate enterprise, owned by the 
Isham company under a charter 
granted by the city. Some $ 25,- 
000 was invested in the plant 
and placed under the m anage­ 
m ent of Frank Brown. 
There 
were about nine miles of mains 
and one tank with a 10,000 cubic 
feet capacity. The consumption 
of gas, was about three-million 
feet per year and cost $ 3.50 per 
thousand, to consumers. 
The city used 78 street lamps 
for which it paid $ 15 per year— 
and dear at any price. Those, 
who scout the doctrine of evo­ 
lution will find it exemplified in 
the development of Rushville 
and not yet compelte. The Wa­ 
ter and Light plant is owned by 
the city and very efficiently and 
capably managed, but an audit 
and published statem ent of i-e- 
ceipts and expenditures yearly, 
of a business that taxes the peo­ 
ple of the town some $ 125,000 
yearly, would be gratifying to 
those who pay it. 
No intimation, that it is not 
run right is meant, nor intend­ 
ed, but it needs no argum ent to 
show, that a private partnership 
of such proportions, would call 
for a showing. The plant grows 
arger and better with the pas­ 
sing years, but publicity never 
yet harmed any honest business, 
occupation or calling. The ten­ 
dency of the times is to raise 
salaries and create offices. The 
specious argum ent is used that 
he tax rate will be light—only 
a trifle—but if unnecessary one

The duties and responsibili- 
ies of mayor of Rushville, are

A glance at the census reports 


on agriculture taken in 1925 
shows that Rush 'county pro- 
duced in that year something 
more than 82,000 hogs. It also 
will be found that one county .in 
Iowa produced a greater num- 
ber of hogs than did Rush. Lat- 
er records would indicate there 
has been a falling off in hog pro- 
duction in Rush County, but a 
closer survey of the pork busi- 
ness in Rush shows, much more 
than a glance is required to get 
the full story of this great agri- 
cultural industry. 


Figures published by Purdue 


'University for last year put the 
hog population in Rush county 
at more than 66,000. Those fig- 
ures were taken from assessors' 
reports, and you can have the 
-word 'Of any of the hog produceis 
in Rush county that they tell not 
more than one-half the story 
and perhaps nearer one-third. 


Reports on March 1 Basis 
In the first place, through no 


fault of his own, the assessor on 
his annual trip would have to 
do a lot of guessing to figure out 
how many hogs so-and-so is go- 
ing to have any particular year, 
and 
even if he did guess it 


wouldn't be .quite fair to tax a 
'producer for something that he 
might not have under adverse 
-circumstances. So the assessor 
-gathers up for Jus reports the 
things the producer has on his 
place on March 1. 


But it is some time after March 


1 that the bulk of the spring pig 
supply begins to make its ap- 
pearance, and under modern 
conditions all these spring pigs 
fatten and go to market long be- 
fore the assessor comes around 
again. Spring litters are more, 
numerous, too, than fall littfers, 
usually come through in better 
shape with fewer' Wssos and 
while the fall pigs go on the 
assessor's list, as a rule, it readily 
can be seen that this list will fall 
far short of telling the real story 
of almost any county's hog pro- 
duction. 


Rush county hog producers go 


even further than that in mak- 
ing large claims for theip hog 
production totals. They recall 
that only a few years ago rail-

trucking companies, in an effort 
to determine just how many 
hogs did go to market from vari- 
ous counties, got together as 
many shipping figures as they 
could and decided that the an- 
nual production for market of 
hogs in Rush county would come 
much nearer 200,000 than 80,000.

log raisers of Mr. Bell's grand- 
father's time gave from eighteen 
months to three years to the fat- 
tening of a drove of hogs and 
then had fo drive them over- 
land to a market seventy miles 
away, stopping at night at a 
farmer's, home along the way, out 
of touch with markets for weeks 
at a time, and having no idea 
what the hogs would bring when 
the market was reached. If the 
producer did get a market re- 
port and found that it Was low 
ne merely turned the hogs out 
until' the next year, perhaps, and 
let them keep on feeding, largely 
on hickory huts, beech nuts and 
acorns. 


Today the hog producer puts 


his porkersf on feed for six or 
seven months and sends to mar- 
ket a completed product weigh- 
ing above, 200 pounds, as much 
pork as was produced in the old 
days to three to fiye times as 
many, months. The railroad, the 
interurban and the truck t long 
since have made the long drives 
unnecessary, and as one feeder 
put it, -imagine -driving one of 
the modern fat hogs seventy 
miles over rough roads." 


Trucking of hogs to market is 


growing in Rush county, espe- 
cially for those hogs that come to 
Indianapolis market, an easy 
traveling distance. Working hand 
in hand witti the truck is the 
radio, with which a steadily in- 
creasing number of farm homes 
in Rush- county are equipped 
With the truck in service the 
farmer can tune in early in the 
morning, or at noon, learn the 
condition of the market, call in 
the truck and get his hogs away 
that night, ready for" next morn- 
ing's sales.

EYESORES FOR A CITlr. 


One of the most beautiful drives for visitors 


•who want to look over Rushville, is .up the new 
pavement on Morgan street, and back again on 
JMain street — provided, of course, you can find 
Main street for the high weeds; 


Nothing mars the beauty of any city more 


than tall weeds, and there is no section of Rush- 
ville which is permitted to grow up in this man- 
ner more than is the Memorial Park addition. 


, Several new dwellings are being built in this 


addition, surrounded on all sides by lots grow- 
ing tall in weeds. Owners should take enough 
pride in their lots to see to it that weeds do not 
mar their beauty and also spoil a section of, the 
city which stands out as a welcome sign for 
visitors. 
. 


Even the city officials could help the thing 


along a bit by mowing the weeds at a circular 
spot where the pavement winds around at Mor- 
gan and Fourteenth streets. This was intended 
for flowers and not a growth of underbrush. 


And while on the subject of weeds, there are 


many vacant lots scattered over the city that 
need cutting. It is these small tilings that go 
into the making .of a better city, and Rushville 
is known as the plac* where folks really live. 


THE POOR PEDESTRIAN. 


A report isued by the American Road Build- 


ers' Association says: 
"The percentage of 


pedestrians killed in highway acidents is increas- 
ing each year." Evidently the highway is be- 
coming a dangerous place for the fellow not on 
wheels. 


The automobile has come to stay and what- 


ever problems it develops must be solved. One 
of these grows out of the necessity of saving the 
lives of those who at times must cross the streets 
now almost entirely devoted to automobile 
traffic. 


It is not sufficient to say, as does the report 


of, the Road Builders' Association, "generally the 
pedestrian himself is at fault in highway acci- 
dents in which he is involved. No person, either 
walking or riding, deliberately puts himself in 
peril. 
And if conditions exist whereby thous- 


ands of persons, either through carelessness or 
otherwise, 16se their lives every year, these con- 
ditions must be removed. Particularly is the 
necessity made obvious when it is considered 
that 3,000 children of school age, who could not 
be expected' to possess mature judgment, were 
killed during the last year. 


Hie time will come when it will be difficult 


to make people believe that once our streets 
were filled with speeding automobiles, and 
pedestrians, including children could cross only 
by scurrying among them at peril of their lives. 


THE GOOD CITIZEN. 


It used to be frequently said in smaller 


towns, that it is the business of a good citizen 
to mind his own business, keep out of debt and 
avoid breaking lows. It was commonly thought 
that if he did that, it was about all that could 
be expected of him, and he was conforming to 
the ideals of good citizenship. 


But a community's development can not be 


promoted in these times on any such limited 
basis. The fact that so many small town people 
still have this spirit, and expect to get along 
without doing anything particularly to boost 
community movements, is'one of the principal 
reasons why some towns do not get ahead faster. 


Some must take hold and carry on the work 


of churches and fraternal societies. Some of the 
men with a special head for business need to 
work in some organizations for the commercial 
and other needed development of the communi- 
ty. Some need to work in clubs for educational 
purposes, and for more interesting social activi- 
ties. There is something that each one should 
do and we must all take hold to do something in 
these public lines, if we expect that a town is 
going to keep up with the game. 


People should not act as if they were mak- 


ing a great sacrifice if they devote a little of 
their time to such purposes. We should love our 
home town so much, «we should be so ambitious 
to see it go ahead, we should be so conscious of 
the giants, that people who have initiative or 
ability or industry should be willing to give some 
time each week to helping forward such causes.

who need not show up except on 
Payday.
